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Davis Watches Fish 
Scooped by Soviets 


Fisheries Minister Jack Davis totA; 
a close first-hand look at the 45-ship 
Soviet fleet fishing off the west coast 
of Vancouver Island Wednesday. 

Mr. Davis flew to the fleet’s area of 
operations, about 15 miles off Tofino, 
in an Argus subchaser aircraft of the 
Canadian Forces. 

He was accompanied by his 13- 
year-old son, Stephen, and by photog¬ 
rapher Agf^ Flett.

'The Argus, a long-range anti-sub- 
marine patrol plane, flew over and 
around the Russian trawler fleet for 
an hour, often no higher than 100 feet 
above the ocean surface.

German Rightists 
Stage Comeback

The extreme right-wing 
National Democratic Party, 
(NPD) which appeared 
headed toward obtivkm just a 
few months ago, has sprung 
to life again and Is waging a 
determined campaign tn win a 
vedee In the next West Ger¬ 
man pariiament. 

Candidates have been 
named in more than 220 of the 
248 constituencies and party 
leader Adolf von Thadden 
talks confidently of having 
more than 50 members of the 
Bundestag after the elections 
on Sept. 28. 

★ * ★ 

Some 30 per cent of the 

candidates the NPD has nom¬ 
inated are acknowledged ex- 
Nazis. The others are either 
Naa sympathizers or right- 
wing extremists. 

T^e NPD is already repre¬ 
sented in seven of West 
Germany’s 11 state parlia¬ 
ments. but boBi major politi¬ 
cal parties, the Christian 
Democrats and the Social 
Democrats, are fighting hard 

to keep them out of the 

federal House. 

* * ♦ 

•They have one big con¬ 
stitutional weapon working for 
them: In order to get any 
seats at all the NPD must ' 
obtain at least five per cent of 
the votes cast. 

National opinion polls of 
that time six wed that the 
party had a following at most, 
of only three per cent of the 
voting populatitn. 

Since then, however, with 
the settlement of intra-narty 
squabbles, Von Thadden has 
taken the party under firmer 
c<irrtnri and Is. apparently, 
leading it towards greater 
popularity.

The party finances seem to 
be quite in order. Kxierts 
have estimated that the NPD 
will spend around $3,000,000 in 
its campaign. 

Even though party head¬ 
quarters does not c<xnment on 
finances, it appears to be 
certain that enough funds are 
available thntugh donations 
and bank credits backed by 
wealthy members and sup¬ 
porters. 

♦ ★ * 

Grudgingly, the federal and 
state gn\'emments had to pay 
over J500.000 to the National 
Democrats under the con¬ 
stitution which provides that 
every poUtical party can draw 
on the public budget to get 
part of its campaign cost 
'reimbiirsed. 

Until late June, state and 
federal governments turned a 
deaf ear to that law, but a 
constitutional court ruling

The spacecraft completed Its 
mission to Mars Wednesday 
when It transmitted to Earth 32 
close-up photoe and scientific 
data from onboard instruments 


JPL officials scheduled a 
fk'ws conference for today to air 
some (4 the'scientific findings. 

Mariner 7, like its predecessor 
Mariner 6, carried ultraviolet 
spectrom eter instruments 
designed to Identity gwsee 60 to 
60') miles from Mars.

of government in order to 
deal with urban and regional 
problems.

In a lengthy explanation of 
the basic principles behind 
their recommendations for a 
completely new English local 
government system, the com¬ 
mission says: 

“Proposals for new 
structure of local government 
started from the basis that 
most existing units are too 
small for the provision of 
main services; and that the 
division in the present system 
between town and country con¬ 
tradicts the pattern of modem 
life.” 

(This sounds very similar to 
the theory basic to regiosal 


district gov’emment in B.C.) 

'Hie ooimnisston r e c o m> 
mends that England, outside 
of London, should be divided 
into 61 new local govemmetit 
areas for the operation of 
local government services. In 
58 of these areas a single 
authortty would be responsible 
tor all services. 

In the other three — 
Liverpoerf. Manchester and 
Birmingham — services would 
be divided between a metro- 
ptriiian authority and several 
metropolitan districts. 

Metro politan authorities 
would be responsible for plan¬ 
ning. transport, major build¬ 
ing developnoant, general 
housing policy, water supply, 
police and fire prevention.

mends tiie founihng of local 
councils, to represent and 
express the identity of local 
oommunities, on what now 
are areas of county boroughs, 
non-county boroughs, urban 
districts and parishes. 

For provincial planning 
strategy and certain other 
functions, the commisnon re- 
c<»nmcnda, the 61 unitary and 
metropolitan areas should be 
group^ with Greater London 
in eight provinces each with 
its own provincial council. 

The provkioial council would 
settle the provincial strategy 
and planning framwork within 
which the two-tier and unitary 
authorities would operate. 
They would replace the pre¬ 
sent re^onal economic plan¬ 
ning councils; would carry out 
the economic and social plan¬ 
ning and coUoborate with 
Whitehall. 

Examples of the problems 
facing the proposed North 
West Provincial Council would 
be; the need for further new 
industry to offset the heavy 
dependence on textiles and 
cxmI mining; the need for 
massive redistribution of 
population, and as a con¬ 
sequence of large scale 
renewal, the need to reshape 
the conununicaticBU sjntem 
and carry out new develop¬ 
ment with minimum en¬ 
croachment on agricultural 
land. 

The metropolitan authorities 
and districts, also unitary 
authorities, it ia proposed, are 
to be directly elected every 
three or four years, but these 
bodies, in turn, would elect 
the provincial council after 
the peofrfe have g<Hie to ttie 
polls to decide the political 
: complexion of the area and 
district authorities.

(Here we see the princlfrfe 
of indirect election, which is 
somewhat of a contentious 
issue in regard to our regional 
district boards in B.C.) 

The local councils would be 
elected by the voters at a 
different time ot year from 
the larger authorities. 'Hieir 
sole function wc«ld be to 
represent grass roots npiiion 
to the larger authorities. 

The commission says foat 
the human touch should not 
disappear from local govern¬ 
ment. There should be local 
town halls, easily accessible 
to the citizen, where he can 
take his questions and com¬ 
plaints and either get an 
answer or be told where he 
can get one.

Lord Redcliff-Maud and his 
team believe that ways of 
raasing money, in addition to 
the present system of rates, 
rents and charges for stxne 
services, should be open to 
the new-style council. 

They hint that the new 
authorities slxxdd be able to 
introduce local income, sales, 
petrol and nttotor licence 
taxes. This would mean less 
money being raised in taxes 
by Whitehall. 

The essential point was the 
need to liberate local govern¬ 
ment from too much depen¬ 
dence on IVliitehall funds, 
which now exercises a great 
than one-hall of local goveri> 
ment funds.

Lost ^ a Mrtes 

If, as is frequently noted, a 
woman's world has changed 
radically • 1 o e e grandma s 
day, the biggest change is 
summed up in a single 
statistic: more than 15,000.000 
women over the age of 45, 
most of them married, are 
employed full Ume. 

The experts say that the 
accelerate pace at which 
women are trekking into the 
labor market ts vrithout doubt 
the most significant indication 
of continuing change in 
women's economic role and 
status. 

More to Come 

Especially caught up in the 
changes are mature women, 
from the mkl'40s through 
most of the 50s. At an age 
when their husbaods are 
thinking about retirement 
plans, they are starting a 
second career. 

As time goes on, more 
women will enter the labor 
market. Today, the trend U 
for young women to work, 
marry, resign when the first 
child is bom, and resume 
working when the children 
need leu care. The latest V.S. 
ststisties showed one-third of 
mothers with children under 
18 were working mothers. 

^rtci Daughters 

And daughters are likely to 
follow the lead of working 
mothers, according to Dr. 
Catherine Chilman, dean of 
faculty at Maryland's Hood 
College. 

More 0 pportunitlei for 
higher education also increase 
the number of women in the 
labor field. Statistics show 
that 78 to 80 per cent of 


women with college edu- 
caiiona are employed. 

The change in wxnan s role 
ts indloated by the response of 
an older woman to a dis- 
cuasiem on working women. 
Dr Jessie Ramard. sociolo¬ 
gist and Buthores.s, said that 
when she discussed working 
women with a woman in her 
late 60s, she found that “her 
generation still thinks this 
move is questionable." 

Leisure Class 

Women's role on the dom¬ 
estic scene had changed even 
before they took their place in 
the business world. In the 
past, women were primariiy 
mothers and homemakers. 
Today, with modern equip¬ 
ment and gadgets, the push of 
a button frees women from 
drudgery. 

As a result, "middle class 
women comprise the largest 
leisure clau that has ever 


been known, " according to 
Dr. Esther W e s t e r v e 11, 
director of the New York 
State Guidance Centre for 
women. 

'Many of them would be 
absolutely shocked at that 
statement, but the {act is that 
they are able to (ill their lives 
with busy’ work and it’s 
empty No one need go to the 
supermarket daily, for in¬ 
stance." Dr. Westervelt said. 

She said there is a popular 
misconception that women 
work to earn pin money for 
luxuries. "Wives who work 
full time, on the aversige. 
contribute almost 38 per cent 
of the total family income.' 

^eed Money 

Not all mature women go 
out to work just to have 
something to fill the empty 
hours. Many of them work 
because they need the money, 
to giv« Ibdr husbands the 


indepeixlence ti> change 
careera. or to educate chil¬ 
dren — or they may have 
ambitions they have sufled 
for years. 

The family itructure also 
has changed In this century. 
Before, families lived close 
together, united by common 
customs and a mutual regard 
for the family's position in the 
c 0 m m u nity. Urbanization, 
technology, and later the posi- 
Second World War trek to 
suburbia scattered families, 
except where the old pattern 
still survives in parts of large 
cities. 

Loneliness 

According to Dr Wester- 
vclt, this change has in¬ 
creased lorteliness and greatly 
Influenced women's entry and 
re-enty into the labor market. 

"With the mobility of our 
society, many wives have 
moved a number of times and 


haven't put down roots, really 
don't know many people very 
well and are kmly ... It is 
not easy for many women to 
make friends . . .” she said. 

Studies have shown that 
when the last child is grown 
and leaves home, the chances 
for maladjustment ris*. This 
is particularly true lor the 
mother who has devoted 
herself to the children ind 
now feels abandoned because 
of the ''empty nest" 

Causes Problems 

Dr, Paul Popefioe founder 
and director of the American 
Institute of Family Relations, 
calls this a cause of mother-in- 
law problems. 

The woman has for years 
given up everything, she 
claima. to give her daughter a 
chance," he said When her 
daughter ii married, mother 
sometimes feels the nest ts 
not only empty, but there isn't 


any nest at all Such mothei^ 
in-law are usually noiivilcd 
b>' the best at imenDoni or 
loneliness, he a^. 

Divorce Hising 

suit another problem is 
divorce, which is on the rise 
in the mature group. I-tr.

AU such arc usually 
given in connection with a 
shampoo although there are 
some liquid conditioners tor 
oily scalp that may be used 
between washes. 

A pomade or liquid hair 
dressing helps to keep ends 
toft, and therefore less likely 
to ^pllt. You palm a mere 
film onto the ends, then 
tiiroughty bruto the entire 


head, stroking frorfi scalp 
down. 

As overcurling and over- 
coloring cause ends to stubble, 
take care. The only "cure" Is 
to stop the abuse. 

Be patient: do not expect 
results overnight.

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Davis Watches Fish 
Scooped by Soviets 


Fisheries Minister Jack Davis took 
a close first-hand look at the 45-ship 
Soviet fleet fishing off the west coast 
of Vancouver Island Wednesday. 

Mr. Davis flew to the fleet’s area of 
operations,'about 15 miles off Tofino, 
in an Argus sub-chaser aircraft of the 
Canadian Forces. 

He was accompanied by his 13- 
year-old son. Stephen, and by photog¬ 
rapher Agnes Flett. 


The Argus, a long-range anti-sub¬ 
marine patrol plane, flew over and 
around the Russian trawler fleet for 
an hour, often no higher than 100 feet 
above the ocean surface. 

Forces photc^raphers took high¬ 
speed telephoto pictures of the ships 
as they pulled their nets in, spilling 
tons of fish over their decks. 

‘T certainly couldn’t identify the 
kind of fish they were, not from that 
height and at our speed,” said Mr. 
Davis. 


“But I hope that our photographs 
will settle the question of whether or 
not the Russians are pulling in 
salmon.” 

Meanwhile, in Victoria two mem¬ 
bers of the Soviet fleet — the side- 
draggers Gherman ntov and Kouza- 
chin — remained tied up waiting for 
chai-ges to be laid as a result of their 
interception inside Canadian watere. 


Charges against the ships’ cap¬ 
tains were to have been laid by the 
fisheries department Wednesday 
morning, but the federal minister of 
justice had to approve the charges 
first.

For example, the report 
points out that in metropolitan 
areas Ihe solution to such 


problems as traffic, transport, 
housing, communication, plan¬ 
ning major development aiui 
redevelopment, have been 
hampered by division among 
smalt local government units. 
* ★ * 

A single planning authority 
should deal with problems 
over an area large enough (or 
them to be solved with proper 
regard for each part. 

At the same time there is a 
need to retain units erf local 
government small enough to 
maintain grass roots relations 
with the residents. 

There should also be 
regional economic and social 
planning integrated with local 
planning. 

Another need is new sources 


of revenue and greater fin¬ 
ancial viability at lower levels 
of government in order to 
deal with urban and regional 
problems.

It is such problems as these 
that led in British Columbia to 
the formation of regional 
district boards. 

In a lengthy explanation of 
the basic principles behind 
their recommendations for a 
completely new English local 
government system, the -com¬ 
mission says 

“Proposals f or new 
structure of local government 
started from the basis that 
most existing units are too 
small for the provision of 
main serN’ices; and that the 
division in the present system 
between town and country con¬ 
tradicts the pattern of modern 
life '■ 

(This sounds very similar to 
the theory basic to regional 


district government in B.C.) 

The commission r e c o m- 
mends that England, outside 
of London, should be divided 
into 61 r>ew local government 
areas for the operation of 
lo€5al government services. In 
58 of these areas a single 
authority would be responsible 
for all services. 

In the other three — 
Liverpool, Manchester and 
Birmingham — services would 
be divided between a metro- 
pnlilan niithority ar>d several 
metropolitan districts. 

Metro politan authorities 
would be responsible for plan¬ 
ning. transport, major build¬ 
ing developmOTt. general 
housing policy, water supply, 
police and fire prevention.

Metropolitan districts would 
be resjwnsible for education, 
personal social and health 
services, house building and 
h<xjsing management.

councils, to represent and 
express the identity of local 
communities, on what now 
are areas of county boroughs, 
non-county boroughs, urban 
districts and parishes. 

For provincial planning 
strategy and certain other 
functions, the commission re¬ 
commends, the 61 unitary and 
metropolitan areas should be 
group^ with Greater London 
in eight provinces each with 
its own provincial council. 

The provincial council would 
settle the provincial strategy 
and planning fnrnwork within 
which the two-tier and unitary 
authorities would operate. 
They would replace the pre¬ 
sent regional economic plan¬ 
ning councils; would carry out 
the economic and social plan¬ 
ning and coUoborate with 
WhitrfiaJi. 

Examples of d>e problems 
facing the proposed North 
West Provincial Council would 
be; the need for further new 
industry to offset the heavy 
dependence on textiles and 
co^ mining; the need for 
massive redistribution of 
population, and as a con¬ 
sequence large scale 
renewal, the need to reshape 
the communicatiems system 
and carry out new develop¬ 
ment with minimum en¬ 
croachment on agricultural 
land. 

The metropolitan authorities 
and districts, also unilary 
authorities, it is proposed, are 
to be directly elected every 
three or four years, but these 
bodies, in turn, would elect 
the provincial council alter 
the people have gone to the 
polls to decide the political 
complexion of the area And 
district authorities.

(Here we see the principle 
of indirect election, which is 
somewhat of a contentious 
issue in regard to oir regional 
district boards in B.C.) 

The local councils would be 
elected by the voters at a 
different lime of year from 
the larger authorities. Their 
sole function would be lo 
represent grass roots opinaon 
to the larger authorities. 

The commission says that 
the human touch should not 
disappear from local govern- 
ment. There shcold be local 
town halls, easily accessible 
to the citizen, where he can 
take his questions and com¬ 
plaints and either get an 
answer or be told where he 
can get one.

Lord Redcliff-Maud and his 
team believe that ways of 
raisii^ money, in addition to 
the present system of rales, 
rents and charges for some 
services, should be open to 
the new-style council. 

They hint that the new 
authorities styxild be able to 
introduce local income, sales, 
petrol and motor licence 
taxes. This would mean less 
money being raised in taxes 
by Whitehall. 

The essential point was the 
need to liberate local govern- ; 
ment from too much depen- I 
dence on Whitehall funds, 
which now exercises a great 
i than one-half of local govern¬ 
ment funds.
